85.06 of the statutes, relating to lighting equipment on vehicles.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEctioN 1. Subsections (2) and (3) of section 85.06 of the
statutes are repealed.

SecTiON 2. Subsections (1) and (4) of section 85.06 of the
statutes are amended to read: (85.06) (1) No motor vehicle shall
be operated upon or occupy any public highway unless such vehicle
is provided with sufficient lights, * * * as required by this sec-
tion. All headlights, tail lights, clearance lights and lights on road
machinery required by this section shall be kept lighted from one-
half hour after sunset until one-half hour before sunrise.
